FINISH OF THE OCTOPUS| 


STANDARD OIL COMPANY TO BE 
DISSOLVED | 


The United States Government Wins| 
Suit Against the Big Oil Concern, 
and Court Orders Company Dis- 
solved as Illegal—One of the Most 
Far-Reaching Judgments Delivered 
in United States. 


St. Paul, Minn.—The government 
wins its suit against the Standard Oil 
company. ‘the Onited States circuit 
court ordered the company dissolved 
and pronounced it an illegal corpora- 
tion. 

This case was heard in the United 
BStutes circuit court at St, Louis, in 
April, 1909, by circuit court Judge 
Sanborn, of St. Paul; Vandeventer of 
Cheyenne; Hook, of Leavenworth, and 
Adams, of St. Louis, It was brought 
to enjoin John D. Rockefeller, Wm. 
Rockefeller, Henry F. Flager, Henry 
H. Rogers, John D. Archbold, Oliver 
H. Payne, Charles M. Pratt, the 
Standard Oil Co., of New Jersey, and 
about seventy other corporations from 
maintaining a combination and con- 
spiracy in restraint of trade, to 
monopolize inter-state and interna- 
tional commerce and the decree grants 
the injunction sought by the govern- 
ment. 

The case is one cf tne most notable 
in the history of the nation, on ac- 
count of the important industrial and 
legal questions, and the vast financial 
interests involved The evidence filled 
21 volumes, and occupied more than 
10,000 printed pages, erd the argu- 
ments of the counsel more than 3,000 
printed puges. The nature of the case 
and the character of the decision ap- 
pear from the syllabus of Judge San- 

rn’s opinion, which reads: 

“Congress has power under the com- 
mercial power of the constitution to 
regard and restrict the use in com- 
merce among the several states and 
with foreign nations of contracts, of 
the method of holding title to property 
and of every other instrumentality 
employed in that commerce so far as 
it may be necessary to do so in order 
to prevent the restraint thereof as de- 
nounced by the anti-trust act of July 
2, 1890. 


New Penitentiary for Calgary 

Calgary.—‘‘The government fully re- 
cognizes the fact that more jail ac- 
commodation should be provided for 
Calgary and district and have already 
commenced the necessary steps in 
order to secure the required ground 
in the near vicinity of Calgary, and 
will in the near future begin the erec- 
tion of a penitentiary o) sufficient ca- 
pacity to serve the needs of the dis- 
trict for some years to come.” 

The above statement was made by 
Premier Rutherford when his atten- 
tion was called to the fact that five 
of the six prisoners sentenced in the 
~police_court to serve. terma in the 
batraors by Col. Walker were refused 
admittance there by Supt. Deane ow- 
ing to luck of room. The proposed 
new penitentiary will be used for 
short term convicts, that is, prisoners 
sentenced for two years or less, as it 
is the duty of the federal authorities 
to look ufter convicts sentenced for 
over two years. 

At present the prisoners are kept 
in the mounted police guard room 
where there is only proper accommo- 
dation for 60 prisoners, though as 
high as 80 or 90 have been kept in the 
quarters,

wheat prices are good and gradually 
going up, farmers in Alberta, Saskat- 
chewan and Manitoba particularly, 
are holding back their wheat offerings 
in large quantities. This stat»ment 
was made recently by Mr. Wm. 
Rosser of the Manitoba Grain Grow- 
ers, who is in the city. There is aj 
great demand for export wheat at the 

resent time, in fact more than there 
is in sight. Canada at the present 
time is called upon to supply the Brit- 
ish markets. This is due to the Argen- 
tine shortage, which usually supplies 
that market. Locusts and frost has 
damaged the Argentine crops to the 
extent of nearly 75,000,000 bushels less 
that was their output for last year. 

In the northwestern parts of the 
States there is a marked shortage on 
account of farmers holding back, and 
in the big centres like Chicago and 
Minneapolis, there is not nearly so 
much wheat on hand as in former 
years. 

Wheat receipts are showing a fall- 
ing off at all Canadian points, and 
this will have the necessary effect of 
keeping the present prices up. 


Will Resist Demand for Higher Wages 

Winnipeg.—The Grand Trunk and 
the Canadian Northern mean to resist 
the demands of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers and Firemen 
for an increase in the wages of the 
engineers and firemen on these sys- 
tems. 

The demand effects all ronds west of 
New Orleans, Chicago and Duluth, 
whose pay schedule to these classes of 
employes is less than has been conced- 
ed by the Canadian Pacific. That 
company is unaffected by the coming 
struggle which it is said will involve 
upward of 50,000 men.

Naval Programme 
Government Involves Construction 
of Three Cruisers and Four De- 
stroyers—Cruisers for Pacific Coast 
and Destroyers for Atlantic—Total 
Number of Officers and Men 1,408. 


Ottawa.—The plans submitted by 
the admiralty and the war office at 
the Imperial Defence conference of 
last summer for the naval and mili- 
tary defence of Canada in co-opera- 
tion with the imperial force and on 


which the proposed action of the gov- 
ernment is based, were laid on the 
table of the house by the Hon. L. P. 
Bordeur, 

In brief, the naval programme 
adopted by the government involves 
the construction of three cruisers of 
improved Bristol class, and four de- 
stroyers of improved river class cost- 
ing, for the cruisers, about five and 
three quarter millions and for the de- 
stroyers about a million and a half, 
with an annual outlay for mainten- 
ance of something like two million 
dollars” Two of the cruisers will be 
placed on the Pacific coast and one 
cruiser with the four destroyers on 
the Atlantic coast. The total num- 
ber of officers and men for this nu- 
cleus of a fleet is estimated at 1,408, 
with a payroll of about $400,000 with 
an extra $100,000 for victualling 

In respect to the military proposals 
a provision is made for the extension 
of the plan of co-operation already un- 
der way in connection with the imper- 
ial general staff; the exchange of of- 
ficers and the training of the Canadian 
troops upon a common system of im- 
perial organization.

OPEN DEFIANCE BY MILLERS 


United States Government Issues Or- 
ders to Inspectors to Seize all 
Bleached Flour 


Washington.—Open defiance by mil- 
lers of the United States government's 
{warning to cease the manufacture of 
‘bleached flour on pain of seizure, has 
led the secretary of agriculture to take 
drastic action. An order has been is- 
sued by Secretary Wilson to inspectors 
of the department of agriculture to 
seize all of the bleached flour in the 
country and information has been re- 
ceived here thyt as a result of that 
action fourteen consignments compris- 
ing several hundred carloads were 
taken in the west recently. 

Further seizures are expected. The 
millers had been ordered to stop the 
manufacture of this kind of flour, 
but it is said a number of them dis- 
regarded the secretary’s command, 

It is supposed here that about 
$1,000,000 of bleached flour was manu 
factured during the past year and 
that most of what remains of it is in 
|the east, especially in and about New 
York. 

About a year ago the department. of 
agriculture following an investigation 
and experiments, decided that bleach- 
ed flour is injurious to health. Then 
the Secretary issued an order to pre 
vent the manufacture of such flour 
but for various reasons the millers 
were allowed six months to dispose of 
their stock. Some of them obeyed the 
order, it is said, but others continued 
their operations. 


Will Not Compromise Budget 

London.—Walter Runciman,  presi- 
dent of the board of education, speak- 
ing at Hull, made the important an- 
niouncement in behalf of the govern- 
ment that it would refuse to enter- 
tain any negotiations of compromise 
with the peers over the budget. Be- 

ond this announcement all is con- 
jecture regarding, the development of 
the political situation. 

Some prominent Liberals still are of 
the opinion that Premier Asquith will 
resign on the rejection of the budget. 
Others believe that he will ask the 
king to create a large body of Liberal 
peers, recalling that the Irish church 
disestablishment bill was allowed by 
the lords on Gladstone’s threat to 
create new peers. 

Mr. Balfour’s speech at Manchester 
satisfies his followers as it adopts 
tariff reform as the party cry, but it 
cannot be regarded as an_ election 
manifesto, since it fails to define what 
he understands by tariff reform. As

Too Many Jews in Legal Profession 

8t. Petersburg,—Because of the 
great number of Jews who have enter- 
ed the legal profession since 1905, the 
\ininister of justice has further limited 
the percentage of Jewish students who 
may be eligible: for admission to. the 
bar. Hereafter only thirty-five per 
cent. of those living within the pale— 
that is, within the Russian district, 
where many reside only such Jews as 
have been admitted by special favor 
of the government—will be eligible, 
and 20 per cent. outside the pale. 
Formerly the percentages were fifty 
and thirty respectively. The profes- 
sion of the law was closed practically 
to the Jews prior to 1905 by reason of 
the discretionary power vested in the 
mininster of justice, none having been 
accepted as fully qualified advocates 
during the thirteen years preceding 
that date.

Immigration From U. 8 in That 
Month Exceeded That From Qther 


Countries Combined. 


Winnipeg.—For the first time in the 
history of immigration into Canada 
the movement from the United States 
in the month of September exceeded 
that from all other countries com- 
bined The welcome which the Ameri- 
can settlers have received in Canada 
has always been an exceedingly cord- 
ial one, their contribution to the ma- 
terial prosperity of the west being 
very great. The total immigration 
from the United States for the calen- 
dar year will be about 75,000, com- 
pared with a total last year of 59,000, 
and for the previous year of 58,000. 

In the month of September the total 
number of immigrants entering the 
Dominion by ocean ports was 7,184, as 
compared with 5,403 in the correspond- 
ing month of the previous year. The 
number entering the Dominion from 
the United States in the same month 
was 8,195 this year, as compared with 
4,689 last yenr. The increase in the 
number entering by ocean ports this 
year, as compared with last year, was 
32 per cent., while the increase in the 
number entering from the United 
States this year, as compared with 
last year, was 75 per cent . 


Object of France is War with Church 


Rome.—Pope Pius in an address to 
the French Pilgrims declared that 
France was making war against the 
jchurch with an aim of undermining 
the basis of Christianity. The pontiff 
said that Catholicism was suffering 
persecution by the French govern- 
ment under the pretext of the separa- 
tion of church and state. All this 
the pope said instead of depressing 
must animate Catholics to defend 
their religious rights and he concluded 
his address by urging the faithful to 
cling to the Episcopacy. The papal 
words are accepted here as confirma- 
tion of the opinion that the Vatican 
believes the struggle organized by the 
French government on the _ school 
question is intended to be a decisive 
battle for the complete effacement of 
Christianity as a factor in the rearing 
of children, or in other words, the 
suppression of Christianity in the 
France of tomorrow. It is asserted 
that the Vatican is ready to fight on 
two questions, namely, the denial of 
legal acknowledgment of the Catholic 
hierarchy and scholastic instruction.

France Troubled About the Budget 
Paris.—France is having her budg- 

etary crisis. More than $40,000,000 
additional taxation is carried in the 
pending budget, the new taxes being 
principally levied on autos, tobacco, 
wines and inheritance. In the last 
mentioned class there is an increase 
of $10,000,000 over lust year. 

Much opposition to the budget has 
developed and the liquor interests al- 
ready have taken part in one big pub- 
lic demonstration. Many deputies 
shrink from meeting the constituents 
in tha, coming. elections, after having 
voted for the big increase ft» taxation.: 
Nevertheless the cabinet rema'‘ns firm, 
contending that pending schemog for 
workmen’s pensions and other popular 
measures involve new expenditur’ 
which should be met by taxation and 
not by loans, and has decided to stake 
its existence and demand a vote of 
confidence next week. 


Cannot Force Views on Colonies 


London.—During a discussion on 
Asiatic immigration in the House of 
Lords, Earl Crewe said everybody in 
England would be glad if British sub- 
jects all over the world had equal oc- 
cess to His Majesty’s dominions, but 
anyone who had even the slightest 
acquaintance with the opinion of the 
great overseas dominions, knew that 
that was an ideal which could only 
be attained at a very distant date. 
He saw no softening of opinion in 
that direction, but rather, signs of 
hardening. They all regretted that 
but they could not foree upon the Do- 
minion a polity of a kind which they 
were 80 strongly opposed. 


Lepine, Second to Louls Riel, Is Dead 


Winnipeg. — Ambrose Lepine, first 
lieutenant of Louis Riel, died at St. 
Vital, aged 75 years. This is the 24th 
anniversary of the execution of the 
half-breed leader. He wis adjutant- 
general in the governme:t in 1869-70, 
und presided at the ccurt-martial of 
Scott. He was condemned to death 
on Noy, 4, 1874, but at the intercession 
of Mgr. Tache, the sentence was com- 
muted to two years’ imprisonment, 
and perpetual deprivation of civil 
rights. 


New Zealand Discussing Licenses 

Wellington.—It is proposed that a 
compromise should be arranged on 
the question of licenses by lessening a 
percentage of votes necessary to carry 
no license in the Dominion, and giving 
five years grace to publicans. The 
latter proposals, it is said, will cer- 
tainly meet with most determined op- 
position of prohibitionists and will in 
all probability be defeated. 

Imperial Naval Staff 

London.—The Canadian Associated 
Press learns that a long and compre- 
hensive despatch is being forwarded 
to the Canadian government regarding 
the constitution of the Imperial naval 
staff. This despatch considers seri- 
atum all the proposals and objections 
which have been raised, both from the

Campbell Addresses National Farm 
Land Congress at Chicago. 


Chicago, Ill.—At the national farm 
land congress, now being held at the 
Hotel Lasalle, the new science of agri- 
culture which has made productive 
great expanses of land in the-far west 
and which is so rich in promise for 
the future was expounded by the man 
who may be said to have invented it.

SEWING NEEDLES. 


How They Are Fashioned From Coils 
of Fine Stee! Wire. 


We are so accustomed to seeing the | 
litfle steel sewing needle in everyday 
use that we accept its presence as a 
matter of course, quite as if it grew 
on a tree like an apple. ! 

It is true that needles have always | 
been used, but not always in their 
present form. In times when skins 
of enimals were worn for clothing 
the needle was tnade of fishbone, bone 
or ivory, without an eye and of good- 
ly size and strength, in order to 
pierce the skins easily, 

Sirce the latter part of the four- 
teenth century steel needles have | 
been made, Various are the kinds 
and sizes which ure now required for 
everyday use by a world of people 
for iawitig by hand, by machine, for | 
packing, upholstery and leather work, ; 
wonderful needles for surgical pur: | 
poses and many others. | 

The material used in the manufac- 
ture of the needle consists of fine | 
steel wits, which is supplied in coils. | 
These coils are cut with powerful | 
shears into lengths, each sufficient 
for two needles. =f 

Several thousand of these lengths 
are placed together in a bundle, heat- 

to fed, heat and then quickly 
streigthened by pressure and rolking 

These straigthened lengthy are then 
pointed at both ends on ‘a revolving 
grindstone. A grinder will point as 
many us 100,000 needles in a day, 
while machinery invented for the 
same purpose will int three times 
as many as a skilled workman, 

Next comes the eyeing of the nee- 
dies. You will remember that each 
length of wire referred to is sufficient 
for two needles. At the centre ot 
each length, therefore, is stamped the 
grooved and rounded impression of 
two needle heads, end to end, and 
then perforated by steel punches. 

Through the double eyeholes thus 
formed (of say 100 needles at a time) 
is threaded fine wire, giving an ap- 
pearance ot a two edged comb. The 
needles are held rigid and then brok- 
en apart with comparative ease be- 
tween the eyeholes. 

The needles are next hardened and 
tempered by being subjected to red 
heat, plunged ‘nt» an oil bath, reheat- 
ed again and gradually cooled. 

After this they must be scoured and 
polished by friction combined with 
soft soap, oil and emery powder. 
Washing, drying and more polishing 
follow. In fact, there seems to be no 
end to the polishing and finishing 
processes. But when the work is fin- 
ally completed the needles aré as near 
Pouce as modern machinery and 
human skill can make them.

to go to a jury with; The difference 
between Rogers and men of more 
considerable reputation is that be- 
tween a good methodical desk-man in 
a well organized newspaper office, | 
and a brilliant descriptive writer. | 
And under the reorganization of the} 
department of criminal investigation 
it will be desk work that he will have} 
to do. His especial fitness for the 
position lies in hie knowledge of | 
every nook and corner of the vast/| 
dihinsa of Ontario and*‘of the capa- 

ilities ef the local officials who have | 

for years back been a stumbling block | 
in the way of justice. There are| 
many arguments against the bureau- | 
cratic system in ordinary affairs of | 
Government, but unquestionably the 
time had arrived when it was the 
only solution in this province. Not) 
only in criminal matters was this so, 
but in-the administration of the 
health regulations and of the license! 
law there has been much difficulty 
owing to wrangling between the local} 
officials and those of the Government. | 
It will be the task of Mr, Rogers to 
see that the men under him attend 
to their duties and to ‘“‘keep tab’’ on 
them, and no one who is familiar 
with .his-executive capabilities doubts | 
that if he sets himself to the task 
that he will prove capable in. this 
Tespect. 

It may be said that the work of 
cleaning up the circus business in 
Ontario wag practically his work, al- 
though the Hardy administration got 
the credit of it. Before the present) 
laws were put in force, the advent of 
a circus, especially of the smaller 
variety, meant the arrival of a troupe!

Canada’s Far North, 


The reports of Cook and Peary, 
both of whom claim to have reached 
the North Pole, agree in this—that 
there is no land at the Pole and none 
within many miles of the long-sought 
spot. It is a region perpetually ice- 
bound and beneath the ice are the 
waters of the Polar sea. Such being 
the conditions there it is impossible 
to set up the claim of national own- 
ership to the region, for that owner- | 
ship can only attach to land and to 
the surrounding waters three miles 
distant. In no manner do the ex: 
ploits of these Arctic explorers affect 
Canada’s ownership to the numer- ; 
ous, and in many cases, large islands 
which lie north of the mainland and 
extend far toward the polar region. 
These islands are adjacent to Can.- | 
ada’s continental ssessions and of 
which they have always been consid- 
ered as appendages. They were al- 
ways considered to be part of Brit- 
ish North America and British North 
America is now the Dominion of 
Canada. And, further, these islands 
have formally been taken possession | 
of Lid Canada and her sovereign right 
to the same firmly established. Cap- 
tain Bernier has been in the Far 
North extending this work and mak- 
ing explorations which will further 
add to our knowledge of the geo- 
graphy of the region,

MAGNETISM. 


Some of the Peculiar Properties of Thies 
Strange Forcé. 

The true nature of magnetism as 
such, of course, fs not known. 
that we can be eure of is that mag- 
netle attraction does not radiute out: 
ward io all directions as dues light, 


but simply acts along lines consisting it 


of closed curves and called lines of 
force, these lines connecting the two 
poles and not extending very far out- 
ward between them, These curves 
tiny be found very nicely by placing a | 
horseshoe magnet under a thin sheet | 
of paper and sprinkling {ron flings on 
top. The filings will collect along the 
lines, 2 

Now, as td the different kinds of 
magnets, there are natural, artificial 
and electro magnets, The natural ones 
are found as magnetic ore In the earth, | 
the artificin! ones are made by stroking 
a plece of fron or steel with a mag- 
het, and the electro magnets are caus- 
ed by the action of an electric current. 

Some peculiar things have been no- 
tleed in regard to magnetism, among | 
whichare the following facts: 

It bas been obrerved that fre trons 
that have rested in one position dur- 
Ing the suinmer months are often high 
ly magnetized, no doubt having been 
caused by the magnetism of the earth 
Itself by the process known as induc- 
tion. Other fron articles that stay tn 
one position and do not come tn con- 
tnet with fire or other heat are often 
found In the same condition, such as | 
fron bars te jall windows and tron 
railings In front of houses. 

The most peculine observation made, | 
however, was that the upper part of | 
the steel tire of a carriage wheel at- 
tracts the north pole of a magnet, 
while the bottom part, or part In con- 
tact with the earth, attracts the south 
pole. ‘This is in the northern heml- 
sphere only and { fully in accord with | 
the theory of indnced magnetism. Of | 
course in the southern hemisphere, 
where the entrth ix under the influence | 
of the south magnetic pole, the condl- 
tions are reversed.

PASTOR RUSSELL SPEAKS ON THE | 
CHOICE OF GOD'S CHURCH. 


Our Blemishes—God's Election Is 
That We Work for His Kingdom. 


Sunday, Nov. 14.—Pastor Russell, of 
Brooklyn Tabernacle, preached to-day 
to a large and attentive audience as 
usual, from the following text: “Bre- 
thren, give diligence to make your 

alling and election sure” (II, Peter 

» 10). He said: 

Throughout the length and breadth 
of this land of liberty, young and old 
understand full well the significance 
of election. Councilmen, aldermen, 
Mayors of cities, county officials, state 
officials, United States Congressmen, 
Benators, the President, the Vice- 
President are chosen or elected from 
amongst the people to their various 
official stations. eld are chosen with 
a view to the blessing that will ac- 
crue to the electors by the exercise 
of their officials positions. How 
strange, then, that we who are 80 
familiar with these things should read 
into our text so very different a view 
of election! 

The thought should Seated Bug- 
gest itself to us that if God is electing 
or selecting a Church in the present 
time, it must be with a view to the 
use of that Church subsequently to 
serve in some manner the interests of 
the remainder of the world, from 
amongst whom they were elected. And 
this is just what the Scriptures teach; 
namely, that Christ Jesus himself is 
the Head, the Captain, the Chief 
Ruler, and that this “elect’’ com- 
pany are, figuratively speaking, his 
“‘members,” his associates, his under- 

riesthood. The Scriptures tell us 

hat this selection is according to Di- 
vine foreknowledge and foreordina- 
tion. They tell us that God foreknew 
pur Lord Jesus as the one who would 
occupy the glorious position of Pro- 
phet, Mediator and King of the world 
during the Millennium. They tell us 
also that the same God and Father of 
our Lord Jesus Christ foreknew us 
also and “‘predestinated” that there 
should be a Church class selected from 
amongst the world, to be their Re- 
deemer’s associate, his under-priest- 
hood, his subordinate kings during 
the Millennium. 

The Church is spoken of as God’s 
“elect” now, before the election hag 
been finished; before the Lirepm Ped 
completed; before the called ve 
been proven faithful and pide A 
These are “elect” in the sense of hav- 

¢ been nominated—“‘moved and se- 
ronded.’’ God moved that they should 

e elected, and “called them with a 

eavenly calling.” It remained for 
the called ones themselves to ‘‘second 
the motion” by presenting themselves 
in full consecration Of heart tw the 

ord. But this was not sufficient; 
or the invited one were recogn 
as imperfect and unable to come up 
to the requirements of the call. Hence 
it was necessary that the Lord Jesus 
Christ should become their surety 
and agree out of his own fulness. of 
merit to supply all of their lack, their 
impertection. And this he gladly does 
by applying for such the merit of his 
sin-atonement-sacrifice finished at Cal- 


vary. 

Keeping before our minds that the 
heavenly Father made the motion or 
the call, that we seconded it by ac- 
-cepting the call upon its terms ot 
faith ind consecration unto death, 
Wad that our Lord Jesus is our surety 
who will make good our unintentional! 

emishes, what shall we say of the 
Phospects of our being elected and at 
whose door shall we lay the respons. 
bility if we are not elected? Surely 
the unchangeable God who nominated 
us has made every provision for gur 
election and will co-operate. Surely 
our Redeemer, our Surety, our Adyo- 
cate, will give us every assistange jn 
the way and, according to his pro- 
mise, cause all things to work togeth- 
er for our good, Just as surely, 
therefore, the entire responsibility for 
failure would lie at our door. And this 
is what St. Peter in our text declares, 
“Make your calling and election 
sure,” 

From this standpoint we have a 
special interest in our own election, 
such as we never had before when 
we misunderstood the entire matter. 
Once in our ignorance we thought that 
St. Peter had written foolishly about 
our making the election sure; for ac- 
cording to the erroneous theory which 
we had “swallowed” without proper 
mastication, God was doing all the 
electing himself, and had unalterably 
fixed our destiny as eternal glory or 
eternal suffering, long centuries be- 
fore we were born. 

This erroneous view blinded our 
mental sight from all the various in- 
centives which now are so precious 
‘and so helpful. What had God elect- 
yed us to be and to do? To sit upon 
a cloud and to play upon a harp and 
to sing to all eternity, cheerfully io0n- 
ing over the battlements of heaven to 
eee our dear friends writhing in tor- 
ment,—and striving hard to praise 
God for it all and to think of his 
course in our election and their dam- 
nation as the exemplification of Jus- 
tice and of Love? 

We read indeed in the Scriptures re- 
specting a Kingdom, for which our 
Lord tuught us to pray, “Thy King- 
dom come; thy will be done in earth 
as it is done in heaven,” yet the 
thraldom of error upon us was 60 
tense that we recognized not the in- 
consistency between these promises 
and our fulse hopes. Now, thank God, 
“the mystery” is revealed to us in 
God’s Word and by his Spirit, and 
we perceive that the Millennial King- 
dom is to be a reality and that its 
blessing to mankind in general, ‘‘to 
all the families of the earth,” is 
be most thorough, most systematic, 
most complete, and in the end entirely 
satisfactory, 

What an interest we properly take 
in this matter of our election, after 
learning that the office for which we 
are running is a combination of 
priesthood and kingship! The elect

Their 
glorious service is to be for a period 
of one thousand years, during which 
ey will be kings and priests unto 
and will reign over the earth 
(Revelation xx, 4; I. Peter ii, 9). 

They wili not ‘reign on the earth” 
in the sense of being earthly beings, 
having earthly courts and thrones; 
their resurrection ‘‘change” will ‘con- 
stitute them heavenly or spirit beings; 
they will be invisible to mankind, as 
now the “prince of this world” is in- 
visible and as the holy angels are 
invisible. But they will nossess heav- 
enly power and authority and wisdom 
and grace, By these glorious attri- 
butes they will be able to serve God 
and humanity by a reign of righteous- 
ness, whose arte or restitution in- 
fluences (Acts iii, 91) will begin with 
the living generations, but eventually 
extend to “all the families of the 
earth,” who have been going down 
for the past six thousand years into 
the great prison-house of death— 
“prisoners of hope,”’ however, because 
of the promise of God’s Word and the 
Tedemption sacrifice of Jesus. 

My beloved hearers, if your hearts 
are not moved by this message of 
God’s grace and this information re- 
specting his Kingdom and of your 
prospects of becoming kings and 
priests in that Kingdom, it is be- 
cause you do not believe the message 
—because your faith does not properly 
grasp the “exceeding great and pre- 
cious promises” of God’s Word 
(II. Peter i, 4). I am aware that this 
whole ees by Jesus and his 
apostles has been so long covered by 
the rubbish of ‘“‘the dark ages” that 
it was lost to our light for a long 
while, and sadly we missed its en 
couragement to faithfulness.

And thou- 
sands who paid this price knew well 
that ‘“‘uneasy rests the head which 
wears the crown.” They knew well, 
too, that its tenure would be precar- 
ious and that the attainment of it 
would bring them jaune hatred from 
others who aspired to the same posi- 
tion and who considered that their 
right to it was as good or better. 

What comparison should we insti- 
tute as between the value of such a 
crown and the “crown of glory,”’ hon- 
or and immortality which God has 
promised to his elect—to auch of them 
as make their calling and their elec- 
tion sure! Has God placed too high 
a valuation upon the venly crown, 
in demanding that thoge who would 
share it with the Redeemer must 
prove their loyalty to him and to the 
principles of righteousness, and to the 
spirit of love, to the extent of laying 
down their lives in his service and 
a “doing good pute all Ae as they 

ave opportunity, especially to the 
household of faith?’ 

Our Lord asked wherein would be 
the profit to any man if he were to 
gain the whole world and lose his 
own soul—lose his future life. Four 
the purpose of ope passer topic we 
might ask a modified question, name- 
Kg If one should gain the empire 6t 

e whole earth and all of its riches, 
and if another should gain this heav- 
enly election to the heavenly King 
dom of one thousand years and to 
subsequent eternal blessings with the 
Lord, which of these would choose 
the better part — which would show 
the real wisdom, and which would be 
the foolish one?, But the contrast in- 
creases when we note that the dom- 
inion of earth cannot be secured by 
our sailing through bloody seas, and 
that a mere competency of earthly 
wealth is attained by only one of a 
thousand who strive for it day and 
night. Surely from the standpoint of 
the Father’s Word al] earthly honors 
are vanities, in comparison with the 
heavenly glories and blessings which 
may be inte Rreeipry by the ‘‘call- 
ed” of this spel Age—if they will 
but follow the Divine directions. 

In our context St. Peter tella us 
upon what terms the called and ac- 
cepted may make their election sure. 
After ealling our attention to God's 
exceeding great and precious promises 
he tells us that they were given us 
to the intent that they should operate 
in our minds so as to influence our 
lives, in harmony with the Divine 
will; and that thus we may “become 

artakers of the Divine nature, after 
aving escaped the corruption that 
is in the world through desire,”— 
selfishness, lust (verse 4). He pro- 
ceeds to amplify, and urges that such 
as have this hope shall give all dili- 
Bence to the matter of adding to their 
faith virtue or fortitude. That is to 
say, faith of itself is very good as a 
start, but requires more than 
this, As a condition of our accept- 
ance for election he requires that our 
faith shall be of a strong kind, giving 
us fortitude for all of life’s affairs; 
for all of our Covenants with the 
Lord; for a faithful endurance of op- 
position, contradiction, etc., that thus 
we might be copies of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, as God has ordained all of 
“the elect’’ must be (Romans viii, 
29) 


Not only must we have a strong 
faith combined with fortitude, but we 
must also add “knowledge.” We re- 
quired some knowledge of God and of 
our Lord Jesus and of the Gospel 
message before we could come unto 
the Lord at all, but the Apostle is 
not referring to this, our earliest 
knowledge. He is addressing Chris- 
tians who have already taken the first 
steps. He assures us that they need 
knowledge to enable them to go on- 
ward in.-°Christian development— 
knowledge, scientific knowledge, etc., 
when these do not cross or interfere 
with the Divine Revelation, but we 
are confident that the Apostle did not 
intend to refer to worldly knowledge, 
but to the greatest of all scientitic 
knowledge—the knowledge of God. 

How shall we know God? By study 
of his character, Our Lord Jesus it 
was who declared, “This is life eter- 
nal, that they might know thee, the 
only true God, and Jesus Christ, 
whom thou hast. sent (John xvii, 3). 
This knowledge at the present time is 
a secret knowledge and, as the Apos- 
tle says, a “hidden mystery,” which. 
can be known only by those who put

The Apostle continues his advice as 
to things necessary to be added by 
those who would make their calling 
and election sure. They must keep 
adding, and the adding-must be littie 
by little and pig Alef day. The knowl- 
edge we gain of through his Word 
should lead us to greater moderation 
(translated, temperance, in our com- 
mon version). “Let your moderation 
be known unto all men” (Philippians 
iv, 5), moderation or balance in 
thought, in word, in action. God’s 
people may be called extremists by 
those who are not begotten of the holy 
Spirit and who know not ‘‘the mys- 
tery.” But even they should be able 
to charge immoderation only on the 
one score—our immoderation, our 
faithfulness to the Word of the Lord 
and ‘to our Covenant of self-sacrifice 
as followers in the footsteps of Jesus. 
Our lives should be so moderate as 
respects business and pleasure and 
food and raiment, etc., that we should 
be examples of wisdom and modera- 
tion to all—extremists only along the 
same lines that Jesus and the Apos 
tles were counted extremists by those 
who knew not, neither did understand 
“the LT bat A of their endeavor to 
be of ‘the very élect.” 

Patience must not be forgotten. In 
adition to moderation, ‘Let patience 
have her perfect work, that ye may 
be perfect and entire, wanting noth- 
ing.’’ Next add godlikeness — general 
goodness benevolence, Laie el to- 
ward all, Add next brotherly kind- 
ness—in the natural family relation- 
ship, and also in the spiritual family, 
the Church. ‘Love as brethren” 
(ought to love). ‘‘We ought also to 
lay down our lives for the brethren.” 
Still further the Apostle urges that 
while all of the foregoing are ele- 
ments of love we supéradd love itself 
in the fullest sense toward the Lord, 
toward the brethren, toward human- 
ity, toward the brute creation and to- 
ward our enemies. While all of these 
cannot be loved in the same degree, 
all should profit by the spirit of love 
in our hearts for all. 

Now comes the climax of the ad- 
vice to those seeking to make their 
calli and election sure (verse 8). 
“If ese things be in you and 
abound, they make you that ye shall 
neither be rren nor unfruitful in 
the knowledge of our Lord Jesus 
Christ.” And then as our text de- 
clares, If these things abound and if 
we give diligence to the making sure. 
of our calling and election and do 
these things, wo shall novor. fail - 
we shall in no case fail of securing 
our election. God seeketh such for 
joint-heirship with their Redeemer in 
the Kingdom. God ‘‘seeketh such to 
worship him as worship him in spirit 
and in truth.” 

The grand consummation of our 
election—our Kingdom honors and 
glories—is specifically referred to by 
St. Peter in the next verse, saying, 
“For. so an entrance shall be minis- . 
tered unto you abundantly into the 
everlasting Kingdom of our Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ.” If, dear 
Brethren, we believe these things, let 
us permit them to contral gur lives— 
our words, our deeds and our 
thoughts. Surely we can well afford 
to he considered foolish along lines 
of the sacrifice of earthly interest, if 
thereby we can develop the character 
which our Lord deaires and prove 
ourselves worthy of a ghare in his 
Kingdom.

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PROPHESIED A DISASTER| 


WARNED PICTOU MINERS. 


Young Folk, Foresaw a Falling In 
of Coal In the Foord Pit of the 
Albion Mines at Stellarton—She 
Also Announced the Date of an Ex- 
plosion Which Killed a Hundred., 


The effect of recent sermons on the 
coal strike in Cape Breton, which 
called forth the action of the Papal 
representative in Canada, has been 
likened to that of Mrs. Coo’s attempts 
to frighten the miners of Pictou 
County. This recalls a strange story 
of bygone years, which perhaps many 
Canadians never heard. 

The Mrs.+ Coo predictions referred 
to were a series of strange prognosti- 
gutions of disaster in the coal mines 
of Pictou County, N.8., made by a 
local ‘seer’ at New Glasgow, nearly 
thirty years ago. Mrs. Coo was a 
widow, living in what was then the 
outskirts of New Glasgow. She was 
a large and almost masculine-looking 
person, who told the fortunes of lads 
and lasses through the medium of the 
mysterious tea cup. With a wad of 
tea grounds upon which a little water 
had been poured, she could see pic- 
tures and foretell the fate of those 
who crossed her palm with silver. 
Often she seemed as inane looking 
through a glass darkly, and her pro- 
phecies were regarded as a joke. 

Then she—became ambitious and 
soared intosthe wilder realms of the 
unknown. When the stalwart Mahat- 
ma handed out the prediction that 
there would be a falling in of coal in 
one of the mines, and gave the date 
upon which it would happen, nobody 
8 work. When the accident 
actually did happen on the date fix- 
ed, and a wall of coal fell in and 
crushed several men to death, there 
were those who recalled the prophecy. 

The circumstances was _ forgotten, 
until the witch of Pictou County ha 
pened to be looking in the cu 
while away an hour when business 
was dull and she saw more trouble. 
This time she predicted a ‘falling in 
of water” in the Foord pit of the 
Albion mines, at Stellarton, to be at- 
tended with fatal results. There was 
nothing indefinite about her jere 
miada; she gave the date, and indi- 
cated about the number of lives which 
would be lost, ‘The Foord pit was the 
deepest coal mine in the world, the 
chief entrance to which was straight 
down into the bowels of the earth in 
a huge, two-storied steel cage or ele- 
vator. The workings were a very 
catacomb of passages and galleries, 
one series under the other. They ex- 
tended away out under the East river, 
which is there an inlet of the sea, 
but there was a solid roof of rock an 
coal hundreds of feet thick between 
the waters and the workings, Thero- 
fore her prediction seemed so impos- 
sible that few people heeded it, 

Ou the day fixed, balf-teduzen-or-se 
of the miners were working away at 
what was:supposed to be a solid wall 
of coal when there was a sudden rush 
and roar and a mighty volume of 
water broke in upon them, crushing 
and drowning all who were working 
there at the time. It turned out that 
the men had unconsciously been cut- 
ting their way into an old abandoned 
working, when they thought that they 
were driving into the solid coal of 
| centuries. This old working had 

tuken fire, and years before, as the 
fire could not be extinguished, the 
mine was flooded. 

There are only three great sources 
of disaster which imperil coal mines, 
and she had used up two of them, 
The third was fire, which in a gase- 
ous mine like that at Stellarton al- 
ways megnt explosion of “fire damp 
(carburetted hydroden), followed by 
deadly ‘choke damp” (carbonic acid 

as), The prophet of evil now pre- 
Bicted this, and again gave the date, 
and ‘‘saw” a large loss of life and 
destruction of property. 

The miners there at that time were 
chiefly hard-headed Pictou Scots and 
Cornishmen, not given to supersti- 
tion. Few of them left work, but one, 
who was a Swede, decided that he 
would leave and visit his home. He 
had his luggage at the railway sta- 
tion, and his ‘‘good clothes” on, 
ready to go in the morning of the 
day fixed for trouble. He went down 
into the pit to bid farewell to his 
old comrades, He never came back, 
and away off in Sweden a sweet- 
heart waited in vain for a lover who 
had been engaged to her for many 
years. 3 

That same morning the wife of one 
of the miners who was to have gone 
down in the day shift, stole her hus- 
band’s clothes while he slept, and fled 
from the house to prevent him going 
to work that day. It saved hia life. 

That morning there was a rum- 
bling boom beneath the earth, and it 
soon became evident that the explo- 
sion ‘had come. What caused it no 
one knows to this day. 

Some of the miners escaped by 
making « long detour and going up 
the slope of the Cage Pit, which con- 
nectei with the Foord Pit. They 
could not tell what the fate of their 
comrades was. A large number of 
lives were lost. : 

The next day a party of manager: 
went down to investigate, and almost 
right up to the very cage they found 
corpses of men and horses. It was 
found that the mine was a cauldron 
of flames. Further explosions might 
occur at any moment. A_ hurried 
exit was made, everyone driven away 
from the pitheads. For hours the’ 
waited in silence for the sound whic 
would mean the doom of one of the 
most valuable properties in America. 
At last it came; the cage shot up 
from the pit like a rocket, the ven- 
tilating shaft house was wrecked. 
There was nothing left now but to 
flood the mine. he New Glasgow

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BRITISH COLUMBIA’S CHARMS. 


Coast Province Has Huge Areas of 
Fruit and Farming Country. 


Much has been said of Kelowna as 
a fruit producing country; but Kelow- 
na is only one district in the Okana- 
gan Valley and Okanagan Valley is 
only one district in Southern British 
Columbia, und even outside the 
southern rtion of the province 
there is a large area well adapted b: 
reason of soil and climate to agricul- 
ture and rateascw ing: 

The agricultural and pastoral lands 
are not restricted to a small propor- 
tion of the total acreage, for Professor 
Macoun, after personal investigation 
on the Round says: ‘The whole of 
British Columbia, south of 62 degrees 
and east of the Coast Range is a 
grazing country up to 3,500 feet, and 
a farming aay, up to 2,500 feet, 
where irrigation is possible.” This 
is a most important statement and 
its truth is being confirmed by the 
praca experience of settlers who 

fave established themselves in 
country. Within the boundaries thus 
omen defined by Prof. Macoun the 
capabilities of the soil are practical- 
ly unlimited. All of it that’ is not 
too elevated to serve only for grazing 
purposes will produce all the ordin 
ary vegetables and roots, much of it 
will grow cereals to perfection, while 
everywhere the hardier varieties o! 
fruits can be successfully cultivated. 
As far north as the 55th degree it has 
been practically’ demonstrated that 
apples will flourish, while in the 
southern belt the more delicate fruits 
peaches, grapes, apricots, etc., are an 
assured ra Roughly estimated, the 
extent of these fertile lands may be 
set down at one million acres, but 
this figure will probably be found 
far below the actual quantity, rc ad 
ble of cultivation when the country 
has been thoroughly explored. The 
anticipation of such a result is justi- 
fied from the fact that at several 
points in the mountains, even in the 
unpromising looking localities, where 
clearing and cultivation have n 
attempted it has proved successful 
In several instances also, bench land, 
pronounced only fit for pasturage by 
‘old timers,” has been broken and 
cropped with very satisfactory results. 

est of the Coast Range are sever- 
al extensive tracts of arable land of 
the richest quality, notably the Low- 
er Fraser River, Westminster Dis- 
trict, Vancouver Island and adjacent 
islands in the Gulf of Georgia. These 
sections of the province are recogniz- 
ed as agricultural districts and are 
fairly well settled, but much of the 
land is still wild, untilled. North of 
the main line of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, on the Pacific Slope, and 
but partially explored, are vast areas 
of agricultural and grazing lands, 
which will be turned to profitable ac- 
count when the country is a few years 
older. Much of thia northern region 
is fit for wheat growing, and all of 
it will produce crops of the coarser 
cereals, roots and vegetables, except 
the higher plateaux, which will afford 
pasturage to cattle, horses and sheep. 
Soine of these districts, best known 
und in which settlements have been 
established, are Chilcotin, Nechaco, 
Black‘vater, Bulkley, Ootsa, Kispyox; 
Skeena and Peace River Valleys, and- 
they are estimated to include some 
500,000 acres. That this is a con- 
servative estimate is clear from the 
fact that the late Dr. Dawson and 
Prof. Macoun credited that portion of 
Peace River Valley lying within Brit- 
ish Columbia with 10,000,000 acres of 
wheat land. 


Ontario's Peat Wealth. 

The Department of Mines, under 
the direction of Dr. Haanel, has been 
engaged upon a series of peat fuel 
tests, which bid fair to solve the fuel 
problem in central Canada. After ex 
tensive investigations into the meth- 
ods pursued in other countries, the 
Department procured a at bog of 
about 300 acres at Alfred, some dis- 
tance east of Ottawa, on the C.P.R. 
The peat here is of good quality and 
eight or nine feet thick. Extensive 
works have been installed and the 
manufacture of peat fuel by the air- 
dried process has been successfully 
established. 

Among the favorable points to be 
noted with regard to this method are 
the cheapness and economy of the 
Watts. There is a minimum of appara- 
us, and as the peat is used the plant 
follows it, By next year the sale of 
fuel will begin. It is hoped that the 
plant will be able to sell the fuel at 
$2.25 a ton. As one and eight-tenths 
tons of peat fuel are equivalent to 


j one ton of the best coal, the saving 


is obvious. Some of this fuel will be 
sold locally, the rest will be brought 
to Ottawa for consumption in the fue! 
testing plant thore. 

The fuel is expected to be of value 
for domestic purposes, for which it is 
understood to be well suited. Great 
results are also expected from it in 
gas producer plants. The idea of the 
department is that beside peat fuel 
plants can be established, gas-produc- 
er plants, which can transmit electric

JUDGE ARMOUR’S REPROOF. 
Late Chief Justice Was Quick to 
Stop Perjury In Court. 

The late Chief Justice Armour was 
accustomed to utter so many grim 
comments from the bench that re- 


marks of his have become proverbial 
with members of the legal profession. 


No one could spot a peor better 
than he, and, though it is infra di 
for the bench to accuse a witness o! 
breaking his oath unless the fact is 
obvious to every one in court, he fre- 
quently indicated how he regarded 
certain testimony by brief asides. 

Some years ago, a fone of sports in 
an eastern town fell upon a hotel- 
keeper who was a very quiet and re- 
spectable man, and abused him so 
badly that he contracted a scrious 
disease and became an invalid for 
life. The chief culprit was arrested 
and brought for trial on a charge of 
aggravated assault. When the case 
came up at the assizes Chief Justice 
Armour was presiding, and a clear 
case was apparently made out until 
the defence was. called. Then. wit- 
ness after witness took the stand and 
swore that they had seen the fight 
and that the prisoner had_ hardly 
been a participant at all. In fact, 
he was so loath to be near a fracas 
of any kind that he in his eagerness 
to get away had accidentally shoved 
against the victim and might have 
upset him. The witnesses opined 
that the prisoner had always had the 
highest esteem for the injured man 
and would never think of doing him 
bodily harm. The men who gave this 
testimony did it glibly, and were all 
of a similar type; that is to say, 
sporty fellows who looked as if they 
would swear to anything to oblige a 
friend, and expect similar service in 
time of trouble themselves. The chief 
listened with obvious impatience. At 
last, looking cynically down at the 
counsel for the defence, he enquired: 

$f , have you any more of 
this sort of witnesses?” 

“Why, yes, my lord; their testi- 
mony is most important as witnesses 
ot the fact. The court will, I am sure, 
deem it important to hear as many of 
those who saw what actually took 
place as possible in view of the charge 
ngeinst my client.” 

The chief justice shook his head. 
“Oh my dear sir, don’t try to per- 
suade me that you were born yester- 
lay, You’re no chicken, you know.” 

The counsel reddened and closed 
his case. Thereafter anyone who 
wanted to make him angry u to 
repeat the phrase to him, ‘‘You’re no 
chicken.”

DEATH IN THE ICEFIELOS 


LAST DAYS OF CANADIAN WITH 
GREELY EXPEDITION. 


| George W. Rice, the Only Canadian 
Who Accompanied Polar Dash ot 
‘84 Tells In His Diary of Struggles 
of Party to Keep Up In the Icy 
North—Sergt. Frederick Describes 
Death of Rice From Cold. 


At the present time, when the Cook- 
Peury polar controversy is filling the 
world with its clamor, the following 
last few pages of the pathetic diary 
left by George W. Rice, the only Cana- 
dian in the ill-fated Greely Expedi- 
tion of a quarter of a century ago, 
will be of interest, The diary is 
printed by permission of his uncle, 
Mr, A. 1, Rice, Montreal, 

Monday, March 24, 1884,—Tempera- 
ture at turee a.m., when I started out, 
23.2 with wind from the west. I froze 
my nose and fingers as usual, and hud 
poor luck with the shrimps, but got a 


few. 

This day turned out the most hor- 
rible-of all our miserable experience 
here. The wood has given out, and 
we have taken the alcohol as fuel. 
Ventilation was neglected, and the 
whole party was prostrated; many ot 
us—in fact, almost all—being uncon- 
scious. A terrible experience! Some 
rushed out, and other were pulled 
outdoors, to the fresh air, and then 
almost everyone fainted, and all were 
More or less frost-bitten. Brainerd 


and Lieut, Greely had their hands 
frozen to the knuckles, I cannot for- 
get the experience at this time. Henry 
—my suspicions—his illness—my re- 
turn—my conversation with the com- 
mander, etc, 

Good luck with the shrimps, over 
which we are highly elated. 
Brainerd has shot a fox weighing 5 
aegie 0z.—a good ending to a bad 

ay 

March 25.—I am off again after 
shrimps at a little before 3 a.m. 
Whistler accompanies me to help me 
set a large trap at the berg outside 
where I hope to get larger fish. Can- 
not make it reach bottom. Did not 
have good fortune with the nets. Re- 
turned to camp at 8 a.m, 

I opened the ball on Henry to-day, 
and everything is arranged, although 
I think we would have been justified 
in putting him to death. 

I succeeded in getting about four 

unds more of shrimps this even- 
ng, making in all seventeen pounds 
to date. e have a shrimp stew— 
shrimps and tallow—and it is deli-

March 26.—A stormy day. It has 
been discovered that ten ounces of 
chocolate, which was saved for the 
sick corporal, has been stolen off the 
shelf. The theft was traced to Henry. 

I went out in the storm at low tide 
to draw my nets, and after a hard 
time, in which I froze my face and 
hands, I was forced to return without 
any shrimps. 

arch 27.—Lieut. Greely’s birth- 
day. I go to the shrimp nets at 3 
a.m., but got only about a pound. 1 
have no bait, having to use old seal- 
bay pants, fox skins, sleeping socks, 
ete, 

Long goes out to the open water 
with Jens, and Saler carries the kay- 
ak. Saler returns with sixteen dove- 
kies as a present to Lieut. Greely. We 
are now all right. I secured twelve 
pounds of shrimps to-day. 

March 28.—Long procured in all 
thirty-three dovekies yesterday, and 1 
am furnished with bait from the red 
legs of the birds. Fred shoots a ptar- 
migan. I bait my traps at 3 am., 
draw them at 7. Bait again at 2 p.m., 
and draw at 7 p.m. Secure in all 
over fifty pounds of shrimps, and we 
are finding shrimp and tallow stews 
fine and are saving our fuel. Long 
gets fourteen more dovekies. 

March 29.—It began to storm at 8 
a.m. I went down to bait my traps, 
and had to draw them after the storm 
began. It was so bad that Biederbick, 
going out directly after me, could not 
find me in the storm, and returned. 
I found twelve pounds of the little 
fishes and afterwards shot a ptarmi- 
gan. I had seen six on my way out. 

March 29.—Temperature in ‘house 
this morning, plus 21. , 

April 5.—I fished for shrimps for 
the last time on Thursday (3rd), and 
had very little bait, as Long had no 
fortune with dovekies. He has seen 
a perfectly fresh bear track and a 
seal or two in the water, I have 
caught in all one hundyed and eighty 
pounds of shrimps, and have initiat- 
ed Saler, who caught fifteen pounds 

esterday, and is after more to-day. 

start with Shorty to Baird Inlet af- 
ter the meat to-morrow, although I am 
piisey well used up—weakened and 
ungry, with face and hands freshly 
frozen, Eskimo Fred died this morn- 
ing; Linn, I fear, will soon follow, 
and Jewell and Lieut, Lockwood are 
also failing again. I hope Long gets 
a seal to-day. It will be our salva- 
tion. 

Here Mr. Rice’s diary ends. Sergt. 
Frederick gave a report of the fatal 
kip which contains the following: 

pril 9.—I discovered about 4 p.m. 
that Rice was weakening. I therefore 
reminded him of the agreement made 
before leaving Camp Clay, that in 
case either of us should show signa 
of exhaustion his companion should 
tell him, in order that necessary steps 
might be taken to prevent disaster, 
and | again urged upon Rice the ne- 
cessity of rolirning to the sleeping- 
bag for rest and shelter. 

But he said that he was only a lit- 
tle tired, and would soon recover by 
traveling a little slow. After a short 
time, however, I could plainly see 
that Rice was weakening rapidly, and 
observing an soebery about 1,000 yards 
to the west of us, I urged upon Rice 
to reach it in order to obtain at least 
a partial shelter. We fortunately ac- 
complished this. I did everything for 
him that my limited means permitted. 
I wrap him up in my temiak in 
order to keep him as warm as pos- 
sible, and remained on the sledge 
amidst the drifting snow with my un- 
conscious friend in my ‘arms until 
7.45 p.m., when poor Rice passed 
away. 

Sergt. Frederick returned the fol- 
lowing day, dug a grave in the ice— 
with his axe—and buried the body of
